Bill France and his crewpresenta new 
play area for the professionals of the 
AMA next weekend, It’s called Talladega 
International Speedway. 

Mr, France has invited all Experts, 
Amateurs and paying customers to play 
and watch for the first time, The playing 
will start Wednesday and finish on Sun- 
day, when most of the playthings are 
either broken, bent, or just plain worn 
out, 


Tallédega Fastest in World 

The racers will be racing on the fast- 
est course in the world, The oval por- 
tion of the track is the same distance 
around as Daytona International, That 
is where the comparison ends, 

The surface is smoother, the banks 
are higher, the infield is built for road 
racing with sweepers, switchbacks, and 
a jump — yes a jump. 


Talladega, a spot that does not appear 
on most maps, will now become famous 
in cycle racing due to the forward look 
of Mr, France, It sets in the middle of 
nowhere surrounded by many cities both 
large and small. 


Talladega boasts of a track that is 
faster than Daytona and anything you can 
do with a motorcycle at Daytona, you can 
do better and faster at Talladega, The 
total course is longer in Alabama than 


it is in Florida, the infield makes the 
difference. 

The course is so fast there isnoplace 
on the program allotted for novice or 
sportsmen riders, In fact, many of the 
official entries in the Expert and Ama- 
teur races are biting off more than they 
can chew and swallow, 

Wednesday and Thursday is practice, 
Friday finds the time trials on the oval. 
157 mph is the one lap record at Daytona, 
Nobody has ever raced at Talladega on 
two wheels before so who really knows 
until next Friday how fast a man and his 
machine can really go on banked turns 
that make one dizzy just looking? 


Saturday features both the Amateur 
race and the combined lightweight race, 
If an Amateur has two machines he can 
race all day and get two chance to become 
a man before sundown or find out that 
maybe he better stick to dirt track rac- 
ing. 

For the Experts there is the lightweight 
on Saturday and then the 200 mile Na- 
tional on Sunday. Close to 300 miles of 
racing faster than any Expert has ever 
gone before, 


Third Road Race of Year 

The Talladega National is the third 
national road race of the year and the 
seventh event of the season. Daytona 
winner Dick Mann and Seattle winner, 
Ron Grant will both be there, So will Cal 


Rayborn who has not scored a single 
national point this season. 

Mann continues his machine hopping 
ways and will ride a BSA ‘‘3’’, Honda took 
the win at Daytona, packed up the win- 
ning Honda, the only one running at the 
finish, and headed back to Japana, 

Mann got his walking papers and Honda 
team racing manager, Bob Hansen, has 
since left the company and the team that 
no longer exists, Ageless Dick now has 
scored National points on a Honda four, 
a BSA twin and an Ossa single, 

He leads the National standings at 
present but failed to even make the final 
at the most recent half mile, The season 
is just getting underway and the top ten 
at this time hosts many road racing 
*'Specialists'", The dirt trackers do not 
appear to be too concerned, 


Califomians Out Front 

California riders have won all of the 
Nationals to date. They have been hogging 
the winner’s circle like never before, 
Now they head for Alabama with names 
such as Mann, Grant, Rayborn, Baumann, 
Pierce, Nicholas, Lawwill, Rockwood, 
Romero, Castro and Aldana— yes Aldana, 


This doesn’t leave much room for any- 
body to possibly sneak in a break up the 
win string that coulb continue all the way 
through the entire season, If and when the 
string breaks the best chances are with 
a Canadian, Yvon DuHamel still appears 


to be the best bet with three road races 
ye to go this year, 

The only problem about Talladega 
concerning the California ‘‘Wild Bunch’’ 
is how to first get there and then how to 
find the place. From Los Angeles, as 
near as we can gather, one takes the 
Santa Fe Trail west from Pomona, At 
Desert Wells take the left fork and head 
due southeast to Tombstone, There one 
checks with the local Sheriff for correct 
compass settings and heads due east 
across the Mississippi river, 

George Wallace will greet you at the 
door of the Talladega Inn (He has long 
been famous for his doorway speeches) 
and if you have a Confederate flag sticker 
on your fairing you will be allowed a 
night's lodging at the Sword and Saber Inn 
which is just south of the plantation and 
north of the cotton gin. 

*Dixie" will be played by the boys in 
the band (?) before, during andafter each 
lap of every race, For thiseventonly the 
rule that all must stop and stand at 
attention has been waived, 

In spite of all the obstacles and un- 
knows the riders head for Alabama this 
week, Cycle News has paid for three 
additional Pony Express riders toget the 
news back to the three outlets in what 
should þe a new record time, 

If we don't run out of hay along the 
way the complete results and pictures 
will appear next week, Hooray for Ala- 
bama!

Brelsford Night

Thursday night is fast becoming Mark 
Brelsford and Harley Sportster night. 
Mark returned from his eastern trip to 
again dominate the Expert class in the 
Heat, Dash and Final, 

The Dash and Final were his from the 
start but it took a slow start and a run 
from fifth place to win the Heat race 
away from Ascot point leader, Skip 
Van Leeuwen, 

Brelsford now has three Main Events 
wins to his credit and it was to bea 
Brelsford vs. Dusty Coppage duel that 
never came off, Dusty fell early in the 
final, taking Tom Rockwood down with 
him, Rockwood hit the deck but bounced 
the right way to keep running to come 
from last and finish sixth back of his TT 
partner, Van Leeuwen, 

Dusty also got back onlater in the race 
but was way out of contention and finish- 
ed last, Thus the Yamaha-Coppage main 
event streak was stopped at twoinarow. 

Gene Romero and Eddie Mulder finish- 
ed the duel for the weekly Thursday 
night TT’s and raced to the wire for 
second, Neither rider was in danger of 
catching and passing Brelsford who ap- 
pears to be the new ‘‘King of the Ascot 
TPS”, 

Mark won the Ascot TT National last 
July-and has ridden like he owns the track 
since that time. Only when Van Leeuwen 
appears to be in high gear is the young 
man from the north in trouble, 

John Hateley extended his undefeated 
Amateur TT streak to top the BSA effort 
of Ted Longwith and Don Emde, The 
weekly outings in the Amateur class isa 
real Triumph vs. BSA affair with Tri- 
umph holding the upper hand, 

The race of the night came in the Nov- 
ice final where a rider that finished 
tenth decided who was to be the winner. 

Kenny Roberts chased Gary Scott all 
the way to the last turn on the last lap, 
Ancient Novice Bill Bartels, running in 
tenth, refused to move over as the two 
riders caught him going into the last 
turn, Roberts did a great job of slamming 
to the inside while Scott went outside, 
Both nearly tore the handlebars off of 
Bartels' bike, 

Roberts came out of the turn barely 
ahead of Scott and won the race, The 
shortest distance between two points is 
on the inside. It is not officially known 
what Mr, Scott had to say to Mr. Bartels 
after the race. = 

San Diego’s Carl Byers ani Ran Van- 
derpool worked their way up from the 
back of the pack to finish third and fourth, 
Matt Falconer from the North finished 
in fifth, 2

had their problems at Ascot Friday night, 
It didn't start out that way and it wasn't 
meant to happen, 

Mert Lawwill returned and promptly 
set fast time once again to run his un- 
beaten streak to nine straight. Then it 
changed direction, In the heat race, com- 
ing off the starting liné, Mert had a 
sparkplug foul out and he pulled in after 
one lap, 

In Ascot racing you have to be legally 
beaten to halt a win streak so Mert still 
had his going as he headed for the 
Trophy Dash, 

Lawwill’s teammate, Mark Brelsford, 
won his heat race as did Ascot’s high 
point rider, Tom Rockwood, Brelsford, 
was a whisper faster of the two. Mark 
did not qualify for the dash in time trials 
so once again Rockwood and Mert squared 


At the drop of the flag Mert was flying 
with Tom off in fourth and last place 
looking for his second straight winin the 
fast three lapper, On the north turn in the 
first lap with one swoop Tommy passed 
both Eddie Hammond and Lawwill to drop 
in behind Don Emde, The next turnfound 
him in front to stay. 

It was the second straight Dash win in 


a row for the Triumph Tiger and the 
first time this year Lawwillhad suffered 
defeat at his home track! It was also the 
first time in over three years thata rider 
has won the Trophy Dash after getting 
off the line last. 

Lawwill then sent Brelsford to the line 
for the final to get the job done for the 
Harley factory team. Rockwood was off 
the line and in the lead with Brelsford 
right behind. They were both after a 
chunk of the new Ascot purse of more 
than $2,000 and both wanted it bad, 

Brelsford stayed with Rockwood the 
first eleven laps. 

Lap twelve found the Triumph steadily 
pulling away by inches and a second 
straight Friday night win assured, Then 
as Tommy took the yellow flag to start 
the final lap it happened, A rod went out 
through the side of the engine. 

Brelsford caught and passed Tom down 
the back stretch with Rockwood coasting 
and holding one hand high in the air, He 
was so far ahead that he managed to 
coast across the line for second, less 
than a foot ahead of Gene Romero and 
Jimmy Odom. 

Odom and Romero had been waging 
their own battle for third the entirerace 
with first Jim and then Gene in he show 
position, Their duel was over shadowed 
by the race up front but it was a duel 





to the finish. : 

It looks like little John Hateley has now 
become the ranking Amateur inthe west, 
He again scored on the half mile in both 
the heat race and the Final. It was up to 
Emde to put on the show, Don found 
himself buried back in sixth early in the 
final and it took some wide open, high 
sliding racing to finally end up in second 
place with three other Amateurs right 
behind. 

Sliding Gary Scott again tried to match 
styles with Kenny Roberts on his Suzuki 


topping Scott on a Bultaco. Roberts ap- 
pears to have an edge in overall ability 
but Scott is a crowd pleaser, running his 
250 wide open all the way around, 

Former Ascot champ, Al Gunter, re- 
turned to Ascot action for the first time 
in about two years, He was riding the 
Enfield that was ridden last year by 
Sammy Tanner, 

Sammy was again on the Len Earl 
Harley and both Sammy and A1 lined up 
side by side in the back rowof their heat 
race, Neither rider made it to the Semi, 
Al found the track much different than 
the old days and Tanner ran out of gas. 
His tuner had forgot to check the tank! 

Such is life at Ascot each and every 
Friday night.

Who's Raping the Land? 


Earlier this year the Director of the 
Bureau of Land Mangement’s California 
Office, J.R. Penny said, ‘ We recognize 
off-road vehicle use as a legitimate use 
of the public lands, but it must be a 
managed us, or it is very apt to bea 
destructive use which cannot be per- 
mitted, There is room to ride on this 
land but there is not room for anyone to 
go anywhere and do anything he likes.” 
Mr, Penny was at that time explaining 
the formation and operation of an ad- 
visory council comprised or representa- 
tives from farm groups, conservation 
groups and off-road vehicle (including 
the AMA). This council was formed to 
decide how to manage off-road vehicular 
use '*in recognition of the impact of off- 
road vehicle use on public land and the 
possible destruction of resources, dam- 
age to the land, vandalism and littering.'' 

It is interesting that farm group re- 
presentatives should be included in the 
decision of recreational vehicle use of 
the land when one of the long standing 
uses of public land has been the rental 
of grazing rights to individual farmers 
and rachers at a ridiculously lowfigure. 
This practice is defended by the BLMon 
the grounds that grazing, even by sheep 
and goats, does not permanently damage 
the grass or wild life habitat, or cause 
erosion to the soil. 

The Annual Report of the BLM in 1969 
included this information about grazing 
on the California Public Land: On a total 
of 1,097 leases, 157,000 cattle and horses 
and 241,085 sheep and goats were grazed 
on 8,246,223 acres. People representing 
recreational vehicle groups have not been 
asked to help decide if this is advisable. 
The public as a whole has not been con- 
sulted, Agriculture is a giant industry in 
California and one which is subsidized 
by the government in many different 
ways.

Tire Tracks and Strip Mines 


In March the BLM ordered closure of 
the Panoche Hills in Central California 
to off-road vehicle use. Delmar Vail, 
Manager of the Folsom District of the 
BLM said the closure was ‘‘a last re- 
sor measure applied to prevent further 
damage to resources and to the land it- 
self, Las year a management plan was 
worked out with local user groups for a 
15 mile loop trail and an area of about 
1,280 acres for intensive use by off-road 
vehicles, The remainder of the area was 
designated closed to off-road use, in 
consideration of resource values, Fail- 
ure of off-road users to respect the 
closed sections, coupled with lack of 
sufficient funds, personnel and an ade- 
quate enforcement authority led to the 
present intolerable situation,’ 

Vail added ** We have had good coopera- 
tion from volunteers of the organized 
clubs but we have been unable to prevent 
further continuous losses and damage to 
plant life, wild life habitat, coil base and 
other values in the posted area." 

Other closures are expected to follow 
the pattern of the Panoche area. The 
BLM has decided that if it doesn't know 
how to handle off-road vehicles it will 
not bother to handle them at all, declar- 
ing a good part of the land that belongs 
to all of us, off limits to all of us, 

Motorcycle people and other recrea- 
tional enthusiasts are aware that they 
Share a responsibility for fhe future en- 
vironment of our world. We are willing 
to cooperate in the conservation of that 
environment, It might be pointed outthat 
motorcycle groups have spent many, 
many hours cleaning up whatothers have 
littered. You can visit an area after a 
motorcycle gathering and find it cleaner 
than before, 

What we don’t intend to allow is public 
land being taken away from the public 
and put to private use. It has been too 
often done and it will continue to be done 
if we don’t raise our voices to protest, 
The shoreline is public land. The govern- 
ment gave that up to destruction because 
oil was considered more important than 
ecology. 

Now we have another example, The 
U.S. Gypsum Company has applied to the 
BLM for a lease to strip mine atthe base 
of Pine Mountain in the Los Padres 
National Forest. The site, located be- 
tween the mountain and Highway 33 is in 
prime recreational territory. More than 
that, it is near the Sespe Condor Refuge 
and in Condor foraging territory, For 
anyone who isn’t familiar with the situa- 
tion, the California Condor is almost 
extinct, being numbered now around 
forty birds. 


The strip mine would be five miles 
long. It would permanently destroy the 
land and cause pollution of the Sespe 
Creek by phosphates, Damage to wild life 
habitat, soil values and other considera- 
tions in the immediate area would be 
total, Plans even include a phosphate 
processing plant nearby. 

It is ludicrous to imagine the compari- 
son, The BLM is distressed by the tracks 
of vehicle tires. It is considering a five 
mile removal of public land! We cannot 
share the BLM’s concern with our use of 
the land which belongs to us if the BLM 
continues to allow giant corporation to 
use, deplete and destroy beyond any 
eventual repair this same land, 


Be consistent, Mr, Penny. If you say 
our tire tracks ruin the land what do you 
say to a strip mine? The answer had 
better be ‘‘No way!’’

A three man Appeal Board ruled in favor

The soft spoken, Albuquerque, N.M, 
transplant is a mixture of many things, 
including rural humor, common sense, a 
progressive business outlook, and a 
genuine fondness for motorcycles and 
kids. Somehow, Blalock reminds you of 
all of the things that Americans are 
supposed to be, but very seldom are, 

He's constantly talking about The Pro- 
gram - mounting as many youngsters as 
possible on sponsored Bultaco's, Next 
year, he hopes to have 25 riders, And 
then the year after that... Well, 
who knows? > 

Also beginning next year, Mitco’s top 
motocross rider, Tom Rapp and number 
one trials rider, Bob Nichelsen, will 
teach the finer points of their respective 
sports to up and coming young riders.

Blalock got into, the motorcycle busi- 
ness because he was mad. Operating a 
successful tire business, his hobby was 
riding motorcycles. He owned seventeen 
different machines until he hit upon Bul- 
taco. He liked the machine, but as luck 
would have it, his bike required a great 
deal of mechanical care. R 

Well, he explains, he took the machine 
into a nearby shop, and they told him it 
would be several weeks before the neces- 
sary parts could be obtained. He kept 
coming back, and they kept telling him 
that the parts hadn't arrived. Finally in 
disgust, he called Doug Yerkes, the 
Southern California distributor, who in- 
formed him that, indeed, they had the 
parts in stock. 

To make a long story short, he gotthe 
parts, hired his own mechanic and had 
the bike fixed.

NATL POINTS SHUFFLED 


Loudon National Steeped In Tradition 


On June 14, 1970, thousands of spec- 
tators will invade Bryar Motorsport 
Park, Leudon, N.H., for the 49th annual 
running of New England’s only motor- 
cycle road race — The Laconia 100 mile 
National, 

The race is as traditional as the coun- 
tryside that surrounds it, At one time, 
the event was held at Keene Fairgrounds 
track but in 1940 it was moved to La- 
conia, N.H. For nearly a quarter of a 
century, race fans flocked to the week- 
long motorcycle fest, highlighted by 
colorful parades, tours, dances, and 
beauty contests. 

But, as traditions are changed by the 
times, so was the Laconia event. In 1965, 
the race was switched to its present lo- 


cation in Loudon, N.H., and the week- 
long activities were shaved to a week- 
end meet, 

The entry list will certainly contain 
the names of two past winners — Calvin 
Rayborn (*68) and Gary Nixon (‘67), Last 
year, the event was won by the late 
Fred Nix. 

Cal Rayborn, Spring Valley, Calif., is 
considered by many to be the best road 
racer in the U.S, During the ‘69 season, 
Rayborn won road races at Daytona, 
Indianapolis, and Heidelberg. So far this 
year, Calvin’s winning style has been 
hampered by mechanical difficulties and 
he will be looking for his first 1970 
National win, Rayborn rides for Harley- 
Davidson.

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An Interview With: 


BOB GROSSI

Bob Grossi is a winner, Watch him 
during a race and you’ll see that while 
the pack of Senior riders fight with each 
-other for position, Grossi is way out in 
front and alone, He dances the bike, 
going scary-fast on the straights and 
hardly slowing for the turns, You can 
tell right away he is made of champion- 
ship quality stuff, 

Bob started on a Honda 55 Trail bike 
when he was thirteen years old, ‘‘I used 
to go riding with my Dad in the hills," 
says Bob, ‘‘and gradually I came to the 
conclusion that I’d like to try racing." 
So Bob went scrambling. He kept going 
faster and faster on the smooth track, 
stopping his career only once or twice 
for reasons of injury, He unloaded at the 
Lodi scrambles and broke his jaw intwo

Bob has answered the challenge well, 
In early 1969, Bob opened a lot of eyes 
by leading Dick Mann and European ace 
Olaf Persson in an AMA Eventin Marys- 
ville, Then Bob went to England for four 
months last Spring, and whenhe returned 
he was more polished and quicker than 
ever, */ The Europeans can teach a rider 
a lot about style and technique" says 
Bob, ‘‘Some of the best lessons a rider 
can learn come from. racing with those 
guys.’’ He plans to go to Europe again 
early next year for more riding sessions 
with some of the world’s best. 

Bob’s achievements are piling up rap- 
idly.

In the second moto Pillon (who is just 
coming back after 5 months) shotinto the 
lead, closely followed by Clements and 
Cotton, Billy zapped Pillon, taking the 
lead and the win, Carldropped back when 
he broke his right footrest — but whicked 
it on, standing on one leg. On the third 
go, Carl Cotton and Andre Pillon left 
Clements sitting on the line.

EXEMPT TAX RETURNS DUE

Tax returns from motorcycle clubs 
exempt from the Federal Income Tax 
under Internal Revenue Code 501 are due 
this month, They must be postmarked by 
May 15th to avoid the penalties for late 
filing. 

Clubs who are tax exempt, usually 
under the social club provisions of the 
code are required to file form 990 with 
the Internal Revenue Service. If the club’s 
income and assets are less than $10,000 
for the year, the club is permitted to use 
the abbreviated Form 990SF,

DISSENT SUCCEEDS 


A.M.A. Repeals 16 Year Old Rider Rule 


In their meeting of April 28th, the 
American Motorcycle Association's 
Executive Committee over-ruled action 
taken by the Competition Congress in 
their recent annual meeting when a ruling 
was established which limited a minimum 
age of 16 years old in motorcycling 
events where speed was a determining 
factor. 


By deleting this rule, which has cre- 
ated considerable ill-will, the former 
ruling was reinstated which requires 
parental consent, not only for those under 
16, but for all minor age competition 
riders. It was felt in making this change, 


that the decision should rightfully be the 
responsiblity of the parents, 


A.M.A. RESCINDS DUES INCREASE 


The Executive Committee of the Amer- 
ican Motorcycle Association rescinded 
the ruling which would have gone into 
effect June 1, raising the AMA’s annual 
dues to five dollars, The increased dues 
would have included a year’s subscrip- 
tion to the association’s magazine, 
“American Motorcycling’. 

Taking this action in their meeting of 
April 28, it was the feeling of the eight- 
man board that the existing program and 
two dollar dues fee was adequate for the 
present, leaving the subscription to the 
magazine optional.

This message and the action which you 
take is a matter of life or death! If I tell 
you what to say and where to send it, will 
you take the time to sit down and write 
two letters which may very wellsave the 
life of a motorcyclist? Possibly the life - 
of a family member or friend? 

There are three proposed laws being 
considered by our state legislators at 
this very moment, All three pertain to 
trespass: 


landholder must properly identify them- 
self through the display of acceptable 
credentials and are subject to arrestfor 
falsely representing themselfas the law- 
ful landholder, Any person found to have 
falsely represented themself will be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and subject to 
liability to the injured party for both 
punitive and exemplary damages, as well 
as court costs’’, 

2, Prohibits the use of cables, wires, 
ropes, to block pathways, trails, raod- 
ways or obvious entrances and exits to 


m.o.r.e. 





—AB 996 makes ittrespass to enter culti- 
vated, fenced, or posted land without 
written permission of owner, his agent, 
or person in lawful possession, rather 
than making such entry a trespass only 
if accompanied by other specified act. 


—SB 551 makes it a trespass to enter, 
loiter, sleep, hike, camp, hunt, fish, or 
otherwise occupy, or to park upon, or 
ride any vehicle, or other conveyance 
upon land, real property, or structures 
belonging to or lawfully occupied by an- 
other and not open to the general public 
without the consent of the owner, 


—AB 1458 prohibits a person from driv- 
ing a motor vehicle on specified road- 
ways located on specified levees or 
ewnal banks, 


AB 996 was heard by the Assembly 
Criminal Procedures Committee on May 
6, 1970, At my request, Assemblyman 
Chappie and the Committee have agreed 
to consider two additions to AB 996, 
Briefly, these additions are: 

1. ‘‘Persons purporting to be the lawful

and from private and public lands, Re- 
quires well-identified gates capable of 
being easily seen from a distance of 100 
yards during daylight hours and 200 feet 
during hours of darkness. If the gate is 
erected in a location whereln itis im- 
possible to be observed from these dis- 
tances, then appropriate warning signs 
are to be introduced at the stated dis- 
tances, Any person or the director of any 
agency which blocks a trail, pathway, 
roadway, or natural entrance to private 
or public land with a cable, wire, rope, 
etc, will be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
subject to felony imprisonment in the 
event of injury or death to any person 
resulting from the presence of such 
cable, wire, rope, etc. 

I have requested the authors to include 
Items 1 and 2 (Immediately above) with 
SB 551 and Item 2 with AB 1458. 

Even though a few of you who read this 
may initially object to any laws on tres- 
pass, just remember that the trespass 
laws are already statutes on the books, 
These three Bills merely tighten the 
controls to protect thelawfuland rightful 
landholder. I am proposing that we make

the risk of a human life, then it warrants 
protection with a well-identified gate. 

“Also, AB 996 and AB 1458 mustpro- 
vide recourse against person whofalsely 
identify themselves as lawful landholders 
and in this pretended capacity, force

A 50 yard sweeper was laid out through 
the water and mud, and the course was 
run backwards to make it even more in- 
teresting. Riders and spectators alike 
enjoyed the new layout, although more 
than one rider got the opportunity to test 
the water and mud proofing of his boots, 
clothing and helmet, as well as his bike, 

The most spectacular crash however, 
involved no mud, The throttle on Jim 
Curtis’s 250 Yamaha stuck wide open in 
a rough section and he took atleast three 
bumps hanging onto the bars and flapping 
like a handkerchief. Evidently he was 
twisting the throttle too hard trying to 
eatch low-flying Pete Crandall on a CZ 
and Bob Brown on a Husky. 

The Open class bikes had the least 
trouble with the mud, of course — es- 
pecially Don Fuller on a Yamaha and Cal 
Crosby on a Husky, who took three 1st's 
and three 2nd's respectively. It was left 


to Rick Barr on a Husky however to make 
the mud look ridiculously easy.Rick was 
standing on the pegs, crossed up and 
sliding from the time he hitthe mud until 
he came out of the corner into the follow- 
ing straight, 

The 250 B class also sawa runaway as 
John Krupp on a Suzuki made no mistakes 
and took first in each moto, Dick Shira 
on a Yamaha made only one mistake in 
each moto — he let John get ahead of him 
— and settled for three second place 
finishes. In this class Paul Buhanan 
Showed a true racer's determination, 
After he got off in the middle of the mud 
during the first moto, his Bultaco re- 
fused to run with a pipe full of mud, Paul 
promptly loaded his bike, traveled to a 
nearby car wash, and was backcleanand 
shining with a functioning bike for the 
start of the second moto, 

The 125 A class and the 175's were 
again combined, although scored separ- 
ately, and a tremendous race developed 
between Steve Burgess on a 175 and 
Warren Spencer and Woody Lawhon on 
125's, Steve easily took the 175 class on 
his Yamaha, but Warren and Woody had 
2 real battle for 125 A honors. 

Benton Cheetwood on a Hodaka ran 
away from the 100 Novice class, Buck
